So Numerous as to Endan- 
ger Crops Seriously. 
MORIARTY, N. M., Sept. 21.—Farm- 
ers of this section of New Mexico de- 
clare that prairie dogs are increasing 
much more rapidly than ever before 
and that within a few years crops will 
suffer inestimably from their ravages 
unless efforts are ren2wed to destroy 

the pests. 

lor many years the prairie dog has 
been a serious menace to the welfare of 
the stock growers and farmers of New 
Mexico and Texas, and hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have been spent in 
efforts at their extermination. Most of 
them were unsuccessful. There is a law 
in this Stats authorizing the Board of 
County Commissioners in each county 
to pay a bounty of W cents a dozen 
for the tails of prairie dogs. For a few 
years men and boys made considerable 
money killing dogs, but in recent years , 
the practice has been given up largely. Our Special ° 
The advent of the farmer on the former Beautiful ‘Princess’ 
big cattle ranges caused the ranchmen wy 
to take less interest in the extermina- hee” 
tion of these animals, and these two 
causes are assigned for the rapid in- 
crease in ithe population of prairie dog 
‘“‘towns.”’ 

The movement started here contem- 
plates that the farmers shall co-operate 
in plans for the extermination cam- 
paign and that each farmer shall at 
once begin clearing his own farm of the 
pest. After this work has gone on for a 
cw weeks another meeting will be held 
and the combined forces of the farmers 
will march upon the “towns’” on the 
unoccupied lands.

Hoffman Says 36 Cases Have 
Been Pigeonholed by City 
Attorney Garesche. 





WILL WATCH APARTMENTS 





Expects 25 Per Cent Less Dirt 
in Sky Over the City This 
Winter. 





Smoke Inspector Hoffmann is prepar- 
ing to submit eight additional cases of 
violation of the smoke ordinances by 
railroads to City Attorney Garesche, and 
will demand that the roads be prose- 
cuted on the photographs and evidences 
gathered by inspectors. ‘Thirty-six sin.- 
ilar cases have. been pigeon-holed -in 
Garesche’s office without prosecution 
since March, according to Ho?tfmann. 

Garesche demands additional evidence 
and the testimony of disinterested wit- 
nesses before lhe wil} prosecute the 
cases, Hoffmann tola a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. He said that if an inspector 
saw a smoking locomotive in the ratl- 
road vards and summoned a bystander 
to witness the smoke violation, that 
person immediately finds several varie- 
ties of excuses why ie cannot get to 
court or remain in the city to testify 
For this reason, Hoffmann saic, it ‘s 
almost impossible to get the additional 
evidence demanded by Garesche before 
he will institute the suits. 

Photographs Submitted. 

In each case. Hoffmann has submit- 
ted photographs of the locomotive puff 
ing out dense smoke, and has the evi- 
dence of the inspector as to tie length 
smoke was emitted. The 
inspectors are ready to testify” in court. 

Hoffmann says that he will submit tive 
additional cases within a few days, ant 
that if Garesche still refiises to prose- 
cute he will report to the Board 
Public Improvements that he is power- 
less to act and will ceake his activity 
against tlie railroads, 

A smoke ordinance is now pending in 
the House of Delegates which enlarges 
the authority of the Smoke Inspector 
and authorizes the employment of more 
inspectors. If the ordinance is passed 
it will clothe him with power greatly 
to eliminate smoke in St. Louis and 
remove many handicaps of the office ir 
Hoffmann’s opinion. 

Will Urge Special Cownscl, 

James Gay Butler, who has co-oper- 
ated with the Women’s Orgar.ization for 
Smoke Abatement and has efaployed an 
attorney to bring prosecutions, testified 
before the recent public hearing on the 
smoke ordinance in the Hohse of Dele- 
gates that if Garesche does not change 
his attitude ,in refusing t0 prosecute 
the railroads he will urge the employ- 
ment by the city of a special counsel 
to handle such suits. 

“There has been a gentlemen’s agree- 
ment between the smoke abaters that 
the Board of Public Improvements han- 
dle the railroad smoke violations,’’ he 
testified at the hearing. ‘The 36 cases 
filed by the Smoke Inspector remain 
on file, but are not prosecuted.” 

Delegate Loeffel asked Butler what 
in his opinion is behind. this non-prose- 
cution. 

“That is a strange thing, and it 
might prove embarrassing to some per- 
son if I should tell what I know about 
it.’ Butler answered. 

Hoffmann explained to the delegates 
that prosecutions against) industrial cor- 
porations. and residemces may be 
brought in the Circuit Court by the 
Prosecuting Attorney, but that viola- 
tions by railroads must be prosecuted 
by the City Attorney. He said that 
all cases submitted to the Prosecuting 
Attorney are prosecuted, but he is 
powerless in the Police Court. 

Device Eliminates Smoke, 

The apartment houses will be the 

greatest smoke producers in St. Louis 
next winter, according to Hoffmann. A 
device has been invented whieh will 
eliminate about 80 per cent #f the 
smoke from apartment house farmmaecs, 
ir the opinion of Hoffmann, ang Be is 
insisting that the devices be installed 
before fires are kindled for the winter 
season. He said he would prosecute 
cwners of apartments who fail to in- 
stall smoke consumers, 
Hoffmann said that he believes the 
smoke in St. Louis will be 25 per cent 
less this winter than last year. Many 
of the railroads are installing smoke 
devices on their locomotives, he said.

Its 
15 new titanic engines are equipped 
with smoke arches.

‘“‘The Great Middle Class.”’ 


FOR one firmly believe that at this 
very hour the great middle class of 

our country has a bigger, broader 
and more accurate comprehension of the 
great questions that are confronting 
this country today than have the ma- 
jority of our politicians. I believe that 
if a composite opinion of this same 
great middle class could be had at this 
moment on the subject of how to adjust 
these same great questions so as to 
reach a solution that would be at once 


| best for those of us who are living 
| today and those who are to follow us 
| tomorrow such an opinion would be far 


| maanre equitable to all, 


far more stable, 
far more progressive than the opinion 
of three-fourths of the politicians, law- 
makers and so on, who are aitempting 
the settlement of these same questions. 
This is so because the great middle 
class of this country does not want 
something for nothing, does not want 
anything it is not entitled to. It is 
looking these problems straight in the 
eye. It wants them settled for the 
best good of one and all. It is neither 
selfish nor insincere in the matter. It 
wants a square deal, a fair deal. It Its 
so intelligent that it is perfectly ready 
and willing to discard old methods, old 
ways, if on the whole new methods and 
new ways seem preferable. 

The first thought of both of our 
old political parties, built up largely 
on precedent and patronage, is how a 
suggested change willaffect the pow- 
er or pockebook of this or that party 
or politician, and not how it will af- 
fect our people as a whole. It has 
seemed almost impossible in recent 
years to get a certain glass of men 
im public life to take a distinterested, 
patriotic view of the given question. 

In my lifetime this country has 
seen many great religious revivals. 
What we greatly need now is a pa- 
triotic revival, not only among our 


;men in public life, who are supposed 


to be the servants of the people, but 
also among such of our people as 
have wealth and leisure. What we 
need is a revival of the patriotism of 
this latter class to a point where 
they will give not only of their 
means but of their time, their earnest 
thought and effort to our country’s 
problems. The fact of the matter is 
that we, as a people, have been in the 
grave danger of being above our 
business—that of self-government. 
We have been so busy with our ma- 
terial affairs that we have allowed 
governmental affairs, both State and 
national, to drift into the hands of 
what might be termed a governing 
class—a self-selected few who have 
made it a business ¢o0 govern from 
motives of profit rather than from 
motives of patriotism. We started 
out in the business of self-govern- 
ment, and for a long while we at- 
tended to that business. Then we 
began to let it be attended to by 
others, and business will s00n 
fail after the real owners begin to 
neglect it and allow it to be run by 
those who are self-seeking, incom- 
petent or dishonest. There are 
mighty few farms that are kept up 
as well by a tenant as by the owner. 
The above briefly outlines some of my 
beliefs. Are they not some of your be- 
liefs? Question yourself closely. If 
they are, you are a Progressive, as am 
I; and you will find enormous satisfac- 
tion in the feeling that we, as a people, 
are moving on to better conditions, to a 
broader, fuller life, and that you, 
wherever you may live, however you 
may be situated, can do your part to 
help the good work along.

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‘BEAN found in a 
sealed cache in an 
Arizona cliff dwelling, 
where it had lain per- 
haps for thousands of 
years, sprouted and 
grew and bore seeds 
when planted. These 
again were planted 
and enough were 
grown to permit, the 
sending of a bean here 
and there’ to different parts of the world, 
and this summer those beans, the food of 
a vanished.race, sprung from seed that 
lay infinite days and nights sealed ‘up in 
the silence of the desert, are being carefully 
murtured and watched in Egypt, in England, 
in India, in Japan and in other countries; 
and in our own America men who make a 
business of hunting out new food products 
and the seedmen who are always on the look- 
out for a new plant, and the experts in 
charge-of the Government experiment sta- 
tions, are cultivating patches of these won- 
derful beans that were once the food of the 


American aborigine, that. lay dormant for 
centuries, and that were accidentally found 
by a woman. 

This bean, named the “A zteo,’ is the 
largest navy bean known. It is the exact 
shape and color of a’navy bean but several 
times as large. 

It is wonderfully protific and it has re- 
markable.drowth resisting qualities. For 
those reasotis expert agriculturists predict 
that when enough of the seeds have been 
grown to give it wide distribution it will be 
extensively cultivated. Seedmen throughout 
this country are gathering up and planting 
‘all these beans they can get hold of in an 
effort, to’ get enough on hand to announce 
the new bean as ‘‘the greatest plant discov. 
ery of a century.’’ 

The bean was found by Sharlot M. Hall, 
State Historian of Arizona, and an archaeol- 
ogist of note. Her own story of the discov- 
ery, written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch, 
appears herewith. 

The agricultural and commercial possibil- 
ities of the new Aztec bean were first realized 
by Malcolm A. Frazer, secretary of Com- 
gnerce of Prescott, Ariz., and his narrative 
of how he brought them to public notice, 
written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch, also 
appears upon this page. 

This is the first account of the wonderful 
discovery ever published.

HE valley of the Verde River has been 
known to archeologists since the early 
’sixties by reason of the, well-preserved 

ard in some features unique cliff and cave dwell- 
‘ings of a prehistoric people which are found ‘in 
the hills and canons along this river and its 
tributaries, especially Clear~ Greek and Beaver 

Creek. * : hh i 

These cliff and cave villages are of the same 
. general type as those found in Southwestern Col- 
orado, in Néw Mexico and in the Navajo reser- 
' yation in Arizona, though they are usually small- 
_@r and vary by reason of the location and availa- 
- ble building materials. 

A group of cave houses, originally above four 
hundred in number, but now greatly reduced by 
natural caving of the hillside and by the de- 
structive work of curio hunters, situated on the 
left bank of the river, about seven miles below 
old Camp Verde, has attracted the attention of 
‘ scientists because the caves are not natural, but 
' have been dug out of a layer of softer stone in 
the face of the cliffs along the river. 

They are the shape of a bee hive and open into 
each other through very low, small doors, it being 
possible to go through a dozen rooms sometimes 
without going out doors. These rooms were ex- 
cavated with pointed stone picks, which were 
sometimes found in the rooms in years past, be- 
fore so many relic hunters had searched the 
ruins. 

In all the cliff ruins from the Mesa Verde in 
Colorado southward through New Mexico and 
Arizona, deposits of corn cobs, squash shells, cot: 
ton bolls and various vegetable fibers have been 


found, sometimes in small rooms, evidently used 
for storage, as the Hopi and Zuni Indians Lave 
their corn rooms today. 

It must be remembered that these early com- 
munal Indians were not given to staying ccn- 
stantly at any one village. Conditions of rainfall 
or of enemies suddenly appearing might oblige 
them to. retire to some other place, from wich 
they were likely to return when things were :nore 
favorable. 

This agd other reasons led them to see some 
storage place for crop seeds and for smal] valua- 
bies which they might wish to leave behind: no 
doubt, too, many of them had summer fields some 
distance from the winter pueblo or cliff village, 
and it was desirable to make sure that mice or 
rain might not ruin everything in the summer 
absence of the villagers. 

Throughout the Verde Valley, at least, the cus- 
tom prevailed of excavating small round holes ho- 
rizontally in the wall of the rooms, holes from 
right to twelve inches in diameter and from fifteen 
inches to the full length of a person’s arm in 
depth. .These holes were in rocks without seams 
or cracks through which any insect or animals

wee Tee the articles stored away, and no rain 
or moisture would be likely to penetrate, even if 
the things were left for many years. 

Seeds, cotton bolls, corn on the cob, bits of 
string twisted of vegetable fibers, and once in a 
while a very fine bit of cloth, were packed in 
these holes as tightly as they .could be pushed 
in, and then the hole was sealed with mud, 
which hardened with time, till it now has to be 
cut out with a chisel. 

The Apaches knew of these seed caches anid

river ana dug open many caches in se:rch of 
food. 

I first saw the Verde Valley in February, 1882, 
and though the snow lay deep on all the highe’ 
country, I saw some of the cliff dwellings anl 
was much interested in them. I visited the valley 
from timetotime and became friendly with the 
Hon. John Davis and his wife. Mr. Davis was 
a member of one of the early legislatures andé a 
man of scholarly tastes. He had read what was

HANDFUL of the beans was found by a woman in a sealed hole in the rock wall of an 
Arizona cliff dwelling, where they*had been hidden by the prehistoric rack that inhabited 


those ruins. 


Of all the different kinds of seeds foundin the cliff dwellings, these beans were 


.. the only ones that germinated when planted. 


They are the largest beans in the world, and the only ones of their kind. 

Their size and prolificness give them such agricultural possibilities that they have sold 
for $1 apiece and seedmen have offered $100 a pint for them. 

How long the handful of beans lay sealed in the rock is a matter of speculation. It 
may have been 6000 years. Prof. Ellsworth Huntington of the department of geography in 
Yale University, says: “The faint glimmerings we have of the relation of race to race suffice 
Sto show that when Greece and Rome were great, or when our ancestors Were swarming out of 
‘the Hast and North into Western Europe, these stone homes in American cliffs were old.” 
ie Ellis Meredit. says these ruins were old when the Crusaders were waking up Europe.

_ Some Dace the date back long before Moses or even Abithan. 
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at that time available about the prehistoric ie- 
niains in the southwest and had explored most 
of the ruins within a hundred miles of Camp 
Verde. 

His wife’s family was among the pioneer set- 
tlers in the valley and she had gathered a fine 
collection of pottery and stone implements from 
the cliff dwellings before they were overrun with 
curio collectors. This collection. Mrs. Davis 
loaned for temporary exhibition in the East. It 
Was never returned and was lost to her and to 
Arizona. 

In the spring of 1892 I visited Mrs. Davis for 
some weeks and we explored many of the cliff 
dwellings and excavated in several. We found 
many skeletons, but no mummies—though some 
mummies were later found on Beaver Creek by 
other parties. 

We took great piles of cotton bolls and corn 
cobs out of these storage holes described above; 
but the seed in the cotton bolls was an empty 
husk and the corn fell to brown dust when it was 
exposed to the air. 

In one cache we found a very beautiful plece 
of eth, with a most intricate drawn work yat- 

ae on it. In one room of a cliff. village on the 

i “t-hand side of Clear Creek (looking down 
stream) and on the cliffs above but in sight of 
the “Col. Head farm,” we found a cache out of 
which these beans were taken, a very small 
number, carefully stored away at the end of a 
cache. 

The seed I found was divided, I having three 
beans. Mrs. Davis planted one or tw’ but they 
did not live to mature seed. She gave one or two 
to WS. John Morris of Clear Creek (long since 
deceased). . Mrs. Morris raised a few beans, but 
before her death same years after had lost all 
the seed. | 

| planted two beans and still have the third 
one of the original beans in my collection of 
prehistoric Indian relics. Both beans came up, 
but one was eaten off by a cut worm. The 
other blossomed and bore one pod, which con- 
tained three beans. We continued to plant these 
beans at Orchard Ranch, some 15 miles. south- 
east of Prescott, until we had about a bushel of 
seed. 

About this time some English friends put me 
in communication with Mariette Bey, curator 
of the National Museum of Egypt, and he sent 
me some curious peas taken from a mummy cas@ 
in exchange for some of the beans. At one time

The marvel has been wrought this summer by 
an expedition of Yale University students direct- 


je] by Prof. Richard S. Lull, who holds the chair 


cf vertebrate paleontology at that institution, and 
“whose writings, especially on the prehistoric an- 
scestors of the horse. are considered authoritative. 
* His discoveries during the last few.months give 
'the effect of shifting back the scenery of Texas 
‘to an era so remote that the old-style calculation 
‘of 6000 years as the age of the world, which was 
derived from Biblical reckonings, shrinks into an 
‘insignificant moment. 


“Between 10,000,000 and 20,000,000 of years ago” 
‘is the Wague and vast interval which, according 
to Prijf. Lull, separates the present-day Texan 
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but with some dim promise of man in his eye. 
Down upon all glares the ourning gaze of the 
tropical sun. 

This vivid picture of an era forever vanished 
of an age so remote that nearly every species o/ 
its; animal and plant life had been wiped out be- 
fore the coming of Columbus, has been conjured 
up by a few bones. These fossils, dug from the 
earth in the Panhandle, bore in themselves the 
complete story of the great brutes of which they 
were once a living part, and of tne habitat in 
which they ranged. The great size of the bones 
of the prehistoric sloth, for instance, testified 
to the mighty trees in whose branches it found 
support. 

The Yale expedition arrived in Briscoe County 
in June, and began disemboweling an old quar.} 
near Silverton, a few miles from Plainview.

lighted when the picks and shovels of his assist. 
ants brought to light the fossilized bones of 
giant camels, elephants, sloths and tigers. 

The camels were clearly identified by the pe 
culiarities of many of their bones, and. whik 
they are much larger than those of the drome 
daries that roam the deserts of today, they un 
doubtedly belong to that species of animal. ac- 
ording to Prof. Lull. The elephants were about 
one-third larger than the average African ele- 
phant of today. The sloths were giant animals 
that must have lived at an age of the world when 
this region was timbered by forests of giant trees. 

Another discovery was that of a complete skele- 
ton of a two-toed horse. Shipments of some of 
these remarkable fossils have already been sent 
to Yale University, and others are being packed 
and prepared for forwarding to that institution. 

Prof. Lull says that the discoveries already 
made by his party prove conclusively that the 
staked plinins of Texas and perhaps a great part 
of the barren region of New Mexico were once 
occupied by vast forests of large trees. 

It is believed by him that there will be found 
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in this section fossilized specrmens of the three- 
toed horse, which he says existed long prior to 
the two-toed anima]. With a view of finding such 
a specimen, the party has changed its place of ex- 
ploration to a spot near Clarendon, where condi- 
tlens are deemed favorable for the possible discov- 
ery of the remains of such an animal. 

This region is proved, according to the state- 
ment of members of this party, to be the most 
prolific in its store of animal fossils of any lo- 
cality in the world. The discoveries already made 
were confined to a comparatively smal] area. 

The fact that the bones of these prehistoric an- 
imals were found here in such large numbers is 
accounted for largely by the lack of moisture in 
the soi) and the peculiar conditions of the forma. 


tion, which seem to act as a preservative for the 
relics of bygone ages. Up to this time the work 
of exploration has been confined to such a smal! 
area that it is not known to the men of science 
how extensive the fossilized region is, but it is be- 
Heved that it covers a considerable portion of the 
Panhandle country. 

Prof. Lull received the enthusiastic co-opera- 
tion of the inhabitants of the plains country, 
many of whom sent him specimens of bones or 
invited him to inspect such relics in various local- 
ities. At Plainview he examined a bone found 
i» @ gravel pit in 1911 and thought by the finder 
to be the shank bone of a horse. But as the bone 
was 6 feet Jong, and as Prof. Lull believes the pre- 
historic horse was little larger than a cat, it was 


concluded that the bone was that of a mam- 
moth, and not of a borse 

Many of the fossils wuearthed in the Panhandle 
region crumbled when exposed to the air, unless 
they were immediately treated with alcohol. But 
the tooth of a mastodon, which was picked up near 
Plainview some years ago, is still withstanding 
the influence of the atmosphere. It was rescued 
from the eshes of a campfire by J. M. Shafer, a 
Plainview editor. Some traveler, unable to ‘find 
a stone:on the rockless plain, came upon this 6x‘ 
inch tooth and built a fire around it with cows- 
chips,” utilising the fossil for the menial task of 
supporting his frying pan. 

Only a few weeks ago the petrified jawbone o1 
a mastodon, with five well-preserved teeth at- 
tached, was dug from a bed of limestone on the 
bank of a stream in Northwest Texas. Some ©! 
the tusks unearthed in Texas measured nearly 12 
feet in length, whence it was estimated that th« 
beast which bore them must have been at least 
18 feet high. A number of fossils discovered are 
thought to have been the bones of huge sea ani- 
mele of the time when Texas was part of the bed 
uf the Gulf of Mexico. 

Ancient weapons and bones, supposed to be 
those of the aborigina) Texan, are occasionally 
fcund. From this evidence it is inferrec that the 
ancient American was a giant in-stature, proba- 
bly able, with the aid of his destructive tools, of 
coping on not too desperate terms with the huge 
beasta of his environment. 

The disclosure of the fact that Northwest Texas 
is a storehouse of tokens of the past came about 
through the fact that irrigation was found to be 
practicable there more than a year ago. Water 
is raised from shallow wells by pumps operated 
by gasoline moters. Pits were dug for the wells, 
and in examining the contents of the slusb buck- 
ets as they car’ from the various levels of the 
wells most of the relice were found which have 
since aroused the interest of geologists and pale- 
ontologista. 

Bones were discovered even in the pits dug by 
hand, but further down in the wells were found 
large quantities of sbell, the petrified remain« of 
fishes, various calcareous formations and certaip 
alluvial deposi.: that lead geologists to believe 
that the Llano Estacado, or Staked Plain. was 
formerly the bed o° a great la*e, or -n arm of the

Rocky Mountains. None of the weus has been 
sunk deeper than 250 feet. From within a few 
feet of the surface to where the drill stopped 
there has always been found an almost continu- 
ous stratum of sand and gravel, with water free 
from chemicals occupying one-fourth of the com- 
position.

The bones were discovered when the owner -f 
the farm, John Noland, decided to level a mound 
which stood upon his property and which had 
greatly inconvenienced bis plowing. The mound 
was 30 feet in diameter and 5 feet high, and was 
ecvered with sod, with an occas onal stone pro- 
truding. About cight inches wJer the sod No- 
lan’s pick struck a rock wall. He cut away the 
overlayer of soll and a stone cairn was revealed. 
The arched roof of tue tomb had caved in, an * 
digging down through the center the farmer found 
twenty well-preserved skulls and bones in the 
artificial cavern. | 

The cairn proved to be circular in shape, with 
walls 10 feet thick and 4 feet high, composed of 
surface stones which had not been shaped or 
dressed.

~ WILD ANIMALS 


NITED States Senator T. B. Catron of New 
U Mexico has complained to the Unit.d 

States Agricultural Department that large 
numbers of wild animals along the Mexican bor- 
der are annually destroying thousands of head of 
colts, sheep and calves, and committing other dep- 
redations in Texas New Mexico, Arizona and Cal- 
ifornia, and he requests that steps be taken to ex- 
terminate them. 

The wild antmats consist of coyotes. wolves, 
panthers, lynx ind wildcats, and, as their rendez- 
vous is on the Mexican side of the line, Senator 
Catron suggests that an agreement be made with 
Madero, so that the Mexican Government will 
provide means of hunting them down. Senator 
Catron’s letter follows: 

“Hon. Jamee Wilson, Secretary Department of 
Agriculture, Washington: 

“Sir—Referring to the conversation Capt. 
Crouch and [ had with you a few days ago in ref- 
erence to the matter of extermination of carniv- 
orous wild animals which are depredating upon 
the flocks and herds of thé people of Texas, Ari- 
mona, New Mexico and California, along the bor- 
der of Mexico. |! nuw call your attention to the 
fact that a large number of such wild animals. 
consisting of coyotes, wolves, panthers, lynx and 
wildcats, and other such animals, existing iu 
Texas, New Mexico and Arizona, are destroying 
annually thousands upon thousands of sheep, 
calves and colts. 

“The states of Texas, New Mexico and Arizona 
have each passed laws offering large bounties

for the killing of these animals, and to a very 
great extent that is being dope but in the attempt | 
to kill theron it is neceswary to hunt end chase 
them, and this drives them in many instances 
across the border into Mexico, where they do not 
seem to have any laws for their extermination.

Israel Zangwill, the world-famous author and leader in the Zionist movement, was 
invited by the Editor of the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine to celebrate the anniversary 
of his quarter century of work for woman suffrage by writing an article summarizing 
the progress of the movement. Mr. Zangwill insisted on confining his article to the move- 
ment in England, with which he is more familiar. But his conclusions are of universal 
interest. 

“And what did she get by it?” said my Uncle Toby. 
“What does any woman get by it?” said my father. 
“Martyrdom,” replied the young Benedictine. 
From “TRISTRAM SHANDY” 
HE present situation of woueén’s suffrage in England recalls the old puzzle: 
What happens when an irresistible forcé meets an immovable body? 
The irresistib) force is the religious passion of myriads of women, the 
fury of self-sacrifice, the righteous zeal that shrinks not even frem crime; 
the immovable body may be summed up as Mr. Asquith. 

Almost as gross an incarnation of Tory prejudice as ‘Squire Western, 
who laid it down that women should come in with the first dish and go out 
with the first glass, Mr. Asquith is all that stands between the sex and the 
suffrage. 

The answer to the old puzzle, I suppose, would be that, though the im- 
movable body does not move. yet the impact of tbe irresistible fcrce generates 

. heat, which, as we know from Tyndall. is a mode of motion. At any rate, 
we heat is the only mode in which the progress of women’s suffrage can be 
| registered today. 

The movement has come to what Mr. Henry James might call “the avkwerd age,’ an age 
which has passed beyond argument without grriving at achievement; an age for which woras are too - 
‘small and blows too big. R 

And because impatience has been the salvation of the movement, and because the suffragette 
will not believe that the fiery charger which has carried her so far cannot really climb the last ridge 
of the mountain, but must be replaced by a mule—that miserable compromise between a steed and 
an anti-suffragist—the awkward age is also the dangerous age. 

When the Cabinet of Clemént’s Inn, perceiving that if a Women’s Suffrage bill did not pass 
this year, the last chance—under the Parliament act—was gone for this Parliament, resolved to rouse 
public opinion by breaking tradesmen’s windows, it overlooked that the English are a nation of shop- 
Keepers and that the public opinion thus roused would be for the first time almost unreservedly on 
the pide of the Government. 

And when the Cabinet of Downing Street moved to responsive recklessness, raided the quar- 
ters of the Women’s Social and Political Union and indicted the leaders for criminal conspiracy, it 
equally overlooked an essential factor of the situation. The Cabinet of the Conspiracy was-at least 
@s much a restraint to suffragettes as an incentive. It held in o. der the more violent members, the 
@oule naturally daring or maddened by forcible fceding. 

By its imposition of minor forms of lawlessness it checked the suggestion of major, forms. 
rime was controlled by a curriculum and temper steadied by a time table. The. interruptjons at 
nhieetings were distributed among the supposed neuropaths live parts of a play, and woe to the 
maenad who missed her cue. With the police, too, the suffiagettes lived for the most part on terms 
of cordial co-operation, each side recognizing that the other must do ite dut:. 

When the suffragettes planned a raid upon Downing Street or the House of Commons they gave 

notice of time and place, and were provided with a sufficient force of police to prevent it. Were the 
duy inconvenient for the police, owing to the pressure of social engagements, another day was fixed, 
politics permitting. 
é The entente cordiale extended even, in some instances, to the jailers and the bench. and, as in 
those early days of the Quaker prosecution of which Milton’s friend Eilwood has left :ecord, prison- 
érs sometimes left their cells for a night to attend to imperetive affai:s or good naturedly shortened 
or canceled their sentences at the pressing solicitation of perturbed Magistrates.

The suffragettes had rediscovered the Quaker truth that the spirit is strénger 
than all the forces of Government and thai things may really come by fasting and prayer. 

Even the window-breaking, though a perilous approach to the methods of the pagan male, 
was only a damage to insensitive material for which the window-bréakers were prepared to pay in 
conscious suffering. But once the injury was done to flesh and blood the injurer would only be 
paying tooth for tooth and eye for eye; and al} the sympathy would go not to the arsailant but to 
the victim. Mrs. Pankhurst says the Government must either give votes to women or “prepare to 
send large numbers of women to penal servitude.” That would indeed be awkward for the Goyern- 
ment if penal servitude were easily procurable. Unfortunately the women must first qualify for it 
aud their crimes would disembarrass the Government. Thus violence may be “militant,” but it is 
not “tactics.” George Fox would hardly occupy so exalted a niche in history if he had used his 
hammer to make not shoes but corpses. 

Force, the last argumentof kings, may indeed conceivably become the final argument of sub- 
jects, but tyrant man is sufficiently divided against himself to make this last resort unnecessary. 

The suffragettes who run amuck have in fact become the victims of their own vocabulary. 
Their union was “militant;’ but a Church Militant, not an army militant. The Salvation Army might 
as well suddenly take to shooting the heathen.

The path over which the uncouth pioneer 
t:udged out of the night of obscurity towards the 
dawn of splendid renown is to be converted into 
a highway for automobiles. 

















He, least of all, was conscious of. his destiny. 
At he chaffered shrewdly for profits over his wares 
with backwoodsmen and their wives, he did not 
know that in his empty scrip nature had placeJ 
some of her richest gifts. .his dress of skins and 
homespun, his lenky and awkward frame, con- 
cealed golden treasures of mind and heart. When 
the rough case should’ be rent, there would be re- 
vealed a resolution of steel, tempered by a poet’s 
tenderness; a brilHant intellect, trausfigured by» 
the noblest integrity; drollery as native and ir- 
resistible as that of Rabelais playing like light 
over the sadness of the Nazarene; Atlantean. 
shoulders fit to bear the weight of mightiest gov- 
einments, and a stature lofty enough to bend and 
wipe away the tears of a child. 
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The trek led from Gentryville in S~encer Coun- 
ty, veer the hentucky border, t~ Vincennes, across 
the Wabash River t~ Lawrenceville, north through 
Palestine and Paris, and northwest to Decatur, 16 
wiiles west of which the Lincolns cleared a farm 
and fenced it with rails which afterwards gave 
rie- to a national nic*name. The journey, which 
sould be performed today by rail in eight hours or 
less, required, in those times of muddy roads and 
evollen streams, not less than a fortnicht. 

The trail from Gentryville to Decatur is itn it- 
‘pelt of #0 little importance that its route bad Icng 
been forgotten until it was recharted by the {)li- 
nols authorities. It was, tu be sure, one of the 
4 thoroughferes of the migrations from the Hast and 
South which peopled that great State. But al- 
though thousands of feet beat upon it, the mem- 
cry of them has perished as completely as their 
steps were erased froni the trail by the first rait 
Oo gust of wind.

“Life of Lincoln.” . 

“In the spring of 1830,” writes Miss Tarbell, 
“when Abraham Lincoln was 21 years old, his 
father, Thomas Lincoln, decided to leave Indiana. 
The reason Dennis Hanks gives for this removal 
was a disease called the ‘milk-sick.’ Abraham

Dowering nis other gifts with gruce, there was 
t» be shown an instinctive sense for language as 
delicate and austere as that of Bunyan, the Baptist 
tinker; a talent which places Lincoln's Gettysburg 
and his Second Inaugural among the 
English prose classics cf the nineteentb century. 

As it was hidden from the gaunt youth that he 
was to win the revered title of “the Bmanci- 
pator,’ so it was mercifully concealed from him 
that martyrdom lay in ambush on the crest of 
the mountain he was to scale. If he did not for- 
see hundreds of thousands of armed men spring- 
ing from the soil at his command, neither did 
he behold himself seated in the opera, box while

the stealthy assassin crept nearer and nearer. 


Few facta are known concerning the journey 
which Lincoln made in the first year of his ma- 
jority from the hovel of his family in Indiana to 
“the land of plenty” in Illinois, where, only six 
years later, he was to embark on his career as a 


Lincoln’s mother, Nancy Hanks Lincoln, and sev- 
eral of their relatives who had followed them 
from Kentucky died of it. The cattle had been 
carried off by it. Neither brute nor human life 
seemed to be safe. As Dennis Hanks savs: ‘This 
was reason enouel (ain't it) for leaving?’ 

“Anyone who has traveled through the portions 
of Spencer County in whicb the Lincolns settied 
will respect Thomas Lincoln for nis energy in 
noving. Today the country remains as it was 
then, dull, commonplace, unfruitful. For a long 
distance on each side of Gentryville, as one passes 
by rail, no superior farin is to be seen, no pros- 
perous farm or manufactory. 

“The place chosen for their home was the San- 
gamon country, Central Illinois. It was at that 
day a country of great renown in the West, the 
name meaning: ‘The land where there is plenty to

viting reports he had sent to Indiana.were no 
doubt what led the Lincolns to decide on Illinois 
ay their future home. 

“Gentryville saw young Lincoln depart with gen- 
uine regret, and his friends gave him a score of 
rude proofs that he would not be forgotten. After 
he was gone, one of these friends planted a cedar 
tree in his memory. It still marks the site of the 
Lincoin home—the first monument to the memory 
of a man to whom the:world will never cease to 
raise monuments. 

“The spot on the hill overlooking Buckthorne 
Valleys. where the Lincolns said goodby to their 
old home, to the grave of the mother and wife, to 
all their neighbors and friends, is still pointed out. 
Ruckthorne Valley held many recollections dear 
to them all, but to no one of the company was 
the place dearer than to Abraham. 
that he felt the parting keenly, and that he never 
forgot his years in the Hoosier State. 

“One of the most touching experiences he re- 
lates in all his published letters is his emotion 
ai visiting his old Indiana home, 14 years after he 
left it. So strongly was he moved by the scenes 
of his first conscious sorrows, efforts, joys, ambi- 
tions, that he put into verse the feelings they 
awakened. 

“The company which emigrated to Illinois in- 
cluded the family of Thomas Lincoln and those 
of Dennis Hanks and Levi Hall, married to Lin- 
coln’s stepsisters—13 persons in all. They sold 
land, cattle and grain and much of their house- 
hold goods, 9nd were ready in March of 1830 for 
their journey. All the possessions which the three 
families had to take with them were packed into 
big wagons—to which oxen were attached, and the 
caravan was ready. The weather was still cold, 
the streams were swollen, and the roads were 
muddy; but the party started out bravely. Inured 
t: hardships, alive to al] the new sights on their 
route, every day brought them amusement and ad- 
ventures, and especially to young Lincoln the jour- 
ney must have been of keen interest. 

“He drove one of the teams, he tells us, and, de- 
cording to a story current in Gentryville, he suc- 
ceeded in doing a fair peddler’s business on the 
route. Capt. William Jones, in whose father’s 
store Lincoln had spent so many hours in dis- 
cussion and story-telling, and for whom he had 
worked the last winter he was in Indiana, says 
that befor: leaving the State Abraham irvestea all 
his money, some thirty-odd dollars, 
Though all the country through which they ex- 
pected to pass was but sparsely settled, he believ.‘ 
he could dispose of them.

To Americny scientists belongs the credit of 
discovering that the so-called “child” races are 
:robably not intrinsically inferior and backward, 
but only sick, and therefore capable of being 
healed. It is predicted that the histories of 
Greece and Rome, of Persian and Arabia, of 
India and China, will have to be rewritten so as 
to recognize a microscopic parasite as the domi- 


nant factor in their decline or their centuries of 


‘stagnation. 


It is. perhaps humiliating to mankind to con- 
fees’ that the idealism of Athens, the grandeur 
of Rome and the science of Egypt were humbled 
in the dust by a minute worm. It may be plaus- 
itly matntained that the philosophical doctrine 
of Nirvana in Buddhism and Isiam’s dogma of 
predestination were derived from the withering 
effects of the hookworm upon human character. 

But in the very discovery of the cause of this 
blusting plague lies the first step towards its 
extermination. Man has long since mastered 
the powerful feline, canine, ursine and serpent 
races of which he was once the prey. But it 
was only iu the last century that he began 
systematic war upon the invisible animalcluae 
which infect him with ravaging maladies. 

Of the latter class of enemies the hookworm 
in recognized as the most influential, except, 
perhaps, tuberculosis, which slays its millions 
annually. Bubonic plague, frightful as its vis- 
ttations have been, has made only intermittent 
attacks upon the human species. ‘ Typhoid, ma- 


daria, yellow fever, smallpox, the black death and 
diphtheria have been virtually conquered. 


But think of a disease which has for genera- 
tions been epidemic among more than half of the 


humen race, which has stealthily and surely un- 


dermined the most stately edifices of civilization, 
and which has plunged enormous empires like

the bacteria of typhoid, tuberculosis ang bubonic 
fever. It is, as its’ namie indicates, a worm, and 
obtains its names from its fish-hook shape. 

It is at first of microscopic size, but may grow 
to be as much as one-third of an inch long. [ft 
enters the system through the skin, often by 
way of the soles of the feet, and travels to the 
intestines. There it lodges, breeds and engenders 
a poison which strikes ¢cevn the victim with an 
irresistible blight of inertia. So prolific is the 
worm that it is said most of the soil of the earth, 
from latitude 36 north to latitude 30 south, is 
polluted with its trillions. 

From the comparatively large size of the hook- 
worm arises the ease and simplicity of the cure 
of the malady which it induces. There is no dan- 
gerous process of vaccination, as in smallpox. 
There is no injection of dead germs, as in 
tyraoid. There is no administration of serum, 
as in diphtheria.

of reinfection is obtained by easy sanitary meas- 
ures. For this reason the extermination of hook- 
worm is considered more practicable by scientists 
than the eradication of any other disease. 

The hookworm as a cause of disease and its 
cure were discovered in the Southern States and 
in Porto Rico by Dr. Charles W. Stiles, then 
a physician in the United States Government 
service. That hookworm disease existed in an- 
cient Egypt is proved by a papyrus which de- 
s‘ribes its symptoms unmistakably. But the 
finding of its cause and cure are the triumphs 
of an American physician of the twentieth cen- 
tury. 

When President Roosevelt's Commission on 
Country Life went on its tour of investigation 


‘four years ago, Dr. Stiles, at his own request, 


was detailed by the Surgeon-General of the 
United States to accompany the expedition. He 
seized the opportunity to preach “hookworm dis- 
ease” in the Southern States.

CURING THE PEOPLE. 


HE following extracts from the reports of field agents of the Rockefeller Sanitary 
| Commission for the Eradication of the Hookworm Disease display the vivid human 
interest and the popular fervor of the campaign 


“Dr. Purdue has organized and conducted the dispensaries in Covington County, Ala., 
2504 persons. 

“The people began to arrive early, and from about 9 o’clock in the morning to about 
4 in the afternoon there was a throng at the dispensary—men, women and children from 
Seven of these had come from De Funuak Springs, Fla., 20 miles over 
They lingered: gathered in groups around the table of exhibits; 
to the stories of improvement as told by those who had been treated; and returned to their 
homes to repeat to their neighbors what they had seen and heard. 

“To each person found infected Dr. Perdue handed a sealed envelope containing the 
thymol prepared in dose form, and a card, on the upper half of which were printed the di- 
rections for taking the medicine and on the lower half directions for preventing reinfec- 
Working in this way in Covington and Butler 
counties for 26 dispensary days, Dr. Perdue has treated 3528 persons.” 

“At Harrell’'s Store in Sampson County,’ we found Dr. Strosnider running his dispensary 
As we neared the place, we met a line of buggies ang wagons with 
whole families coming away: on reaching the schoolhouse [| counted 33 buggies standing 
in the grove; in and around the schoolhouse were a hundred or more people of both sexes 
and of all ages waiting for attention: on the inside we found Dr. Strosnider, his microscop- 
ist, and a temporary assistant working to the limit of their capacity; Dr. Strosnider. did not

The newspapers declared that Dr. Stiles was libel- 
ing the community. But today the organization 
for combating the pest in Noith Carolina is one 
of the most vigorous in the South. 

The publicity thus given to the disease, to its 
easy cure and to its possivie eradication brought 
it to the attention of F. T. Gates'and John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. The next step was the organiza- 
tion of the Rockefeller Sanitary Commission, 
with Dr. Stiles. Dr. William H. Welsh of the 
John Hopkins Medical School and Dr. Simon 
Flexner of the Rockefeller Institute as the medi- 
cal memb-='s. 

Wickliffe Rose, secretary of the Peabody Fund 
for the advancement of education in the South, 
was chosen as administrative secretary, and Dr. 
Stiles as scientific secretary. John D. Rockefel 


ler volunteered to finance the Commission up t - 


the sum of $1,000,000, if so much should b: 
needed; and a well-matured plan was launchec 
to organize a campaign of demonstration an 
education. 

It was estimated that 2,000,000 persons in the 
South were infected by this most impoverishiny 
of diseases, and the magnitude of the task se 
for itself by the Commission may be thus con 
ceived. But the herculean labor was attacker 
with remarkable energy and system. 

The country was mapped out like a domai. 
destined to military invasion. Operations wer 
begun in the states of Alabama, Arkansa 
Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, Nort’ 
Carolina, South Carolina; Tennessee and Vi 
ginia. Directors were placed over each state, 
with lieutenant physicians in each county. 

A system of free dispensaries was organized, 
together with methods for arousing the interest 
of the lethargic patients, such as stereopticon 
demonstrations. The public schools were en- 
listed, and even the ministers, in many towns, 
united in announcing the coming of the Com- 
mission’s physicians and urging their congrega- 
tions to attend the clinics. Attention-arresting 
posters were distributed wholesale, containing 
such frank paragraphs as: 


‘Medicine will be given that will change 
you from a tired, indolent, despondent kind 
of man to one who goes about his work with 
a vim and rush, always finding pleasure in 
everything. Ask any of the thousands who 
have already been treated an this county. 
They know. All this without any cost to you 


whatever. All 1s paid for by the State and 
county. Come, bring your wife and children 
with you, let them see the different varieties 
of worms that often infect people. See the 


hookworm eggs under the microscope and 


hear talks on this disease.’’ 


Fortunately, the disease was easy of demon- 
strati:n even to the dullest undeistanding. The 
most apathetic mind was impressed when the 
worms taken from the sufferer’s own body were 
displayed to him under the microsegpe; and it 
was a simple matter after that to persuade the 
patient to take the medicines prescribed. 

The volume of the work is indicated by such 
facts as these, taken from the report of the ad- 
ministrative secretary: 

‘During the year of 1911 in nine states 140,378 
rergons were treated. This means that for every 
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tins op sanitation. 

“Ia nine states 85 counties have appropriated 
from county funds for the local expenses of coun- 
ty dispensaries for the free treatment of hook- 
worm disease $10,799, and at these dispensaries 
74,005 persons: have been treated.” ; 

A more recent report of the Commission states 
that, from the beginning of its work until June 
30, 1912, 221,268 cases, or nearly a quarter of a 
million persons, have been treated for hook- 
worm disease. Of this number 65,680 had been 
treated since Jan. 1, 1912, and 42,967 since March 
31 of this year. Between Jan. 1 and June 30, 
110,682 microscopic examinations were made. 

The miracles being wrought in the remaking 
of communities may be judged from the follow- 
ing, condensed from the report of an official 
visitor: 

“The people of this Virginian neighborhood 
had been for generations set apart by marked 
peculiarities from the people surrounding them. 
A nickname of reproach was given to them. They 
were even regarded by some of their neighbor- 
ing communities as a distinct race, 

“They lived in abject poverty: they were of 
very low mental power: they had lost the normal 
moral perception of the surrounding communi- 
ties; and they lived in a promiscuous immorality 
that is almost incredible. It was a sountry slum 
of the worst type. 

“Of the 40 children in a miserable schoo] 38 
bad the disease. There were 45 children who 
had never attended school. 

“We stopped at the hceuse of A. Mrs. A. was 
hoeing in the garden. At the doctor’s request 
she told the family history. She had been an 
anemic from childhood; had never till this year 
known a well day; had borne six children; one 
had died of ‘dropsy’ (really of hookworm dis- 
ease); her husband did half work, the oldest 
boy less; their home had always been this one- 
room hut. : 

“The doctor had treated them a year ago and 
now all who were old enough were at work: a 
rew house was nearly built: the children would 
go to school in the fall; the family is now on its 
feet. 

“Nearby is another home: six children had 
been born and two had died: the struggle had 
been hopeless: they had spent most of their 
small earnings on doctors and patent medicine. 
They, too, had been cured, free of cost. As the

“Imitation is the sincerest flattery,” and so 
New Yorkers are proud to record that the ex- 
ample set by tneir city in using the school build- 
ings after school hours is being followed by 
other cities, not only at home but abroad, With- 
in the past few months inquiries regarding the 
details of the work have come from Australia, 
China, Japan, Eng!and, Ireland, Denmark and 
Canada, and from many cities in various parts 
of the Union. 

Sehool superintendents have become the effi- 
ciency engineers of :tneir boards. of education 
and are gradually insisting upon a larger educa- 
tional output. The “wider use of the school 
plant” has become not merely the dream of theo- 
rists, but a practical achievement.

Meny ;oung men 
and young women who are earning their own 
living in crowdéd cities Know no other home titan 
that provided by a sma)! ball bedroom in a cheap 
bearding house. Prof. Francis G. Peal:ody of 
Harvard University writes the fe | 

The great and overshadowing peril of the 
boy’s Hife is not. as many suppose, his bad com- 
nanions or his had books or his bad habits; it is 

‘the peiil of henelessness. This is what drives 
the boy into the arms of evil and makes the 
street his home and the gang his family.” 

We must, therefore, pay special attention to 
the weary wage-earners to see that they aré not, 
denied their rightful inheritance of rest and rec- 
reation. It is as much the duties of the cities 
to provide this form of education for the adoles- 
went and the adult as it is to provide instruction 
for the young. 

The use of achool buildings fOr socia) and 
recreative purposés is, In thé judgement of ex- 
perts, the wisest plan for improving the social 


be refreshed with organized games and athletics 
and given some of the play spirit which is es- 
sential to make life worth living. 

Many of the modern schoo! buildings have play- 
grounds on the. first floor, which by the instal- 
lation of simple apparatus become very avail- 
able gymnasiums. The ceilings are sufficient!y 
high tO permit of the playing of basketball.

For these who do not wish ..e activity re- 
quired in the gymnasium a game and librar) 
room fis provided. The most popular magazines 
are kent on file and a smal) iibrary of selected 
boots is always at hand. The habit of reading

gratifying improvement in the literary taste of 
the readers. 

There are, of course, many men and women 
who are evén too tired to read. For them pro- 
vision has been made in the form of quiet games, 
such as checkers, chess, dominoes, parchesi, 
lotto, anagrams, authors, flinch, halma and other 
games. Tournaments are arranged to stimulate 
interest. 

In addition to the foregoing atiractions, defi- 
nite attempts have been mace during the past 
winter to interest young people in music. “Capa- 
ble teachers have been provided and some prog: 
regs has been made to encourage those who at- 
tend not only to love good muste ‘but to create 
it as well. x —_

To 
p.epare the neighbor! dod fo. the expuvirment, it 
was decided to keep the center open three nights 
a week during June, July and August. Cb. 
rooms were provided, and the wsual facilliics 
of the game and litcréry room offer their a 
tractions. 

The kitchen, belongirg to tiie day school, was 
opened and a mother’s club rece'ved Instructicn 
in preparing simple and wholesome meals at a 
moderate cost. 

The “Wednesday Night Neighborhood Club” 
hes done very effective work in bringing together 
parents and adults to discuss plans for the gen- 
eral benefit of the neighborhood. At each me:t- 
ing a spea:er has been provided to present the 
main outlines of the subject, and later the niem- 
bers had an opportunity to ask questions. 

An interesting class was conducted for young 
ladies who intend to take up playground work. 
The class met every Saturday evening, the at- 
tendance averaging from fifty to sixty a night. 
Simple drills, folk dancing and organized games 
were taken up systematically. The interest of 
the cla‘s was well sustained and excellent results 
were accomplished. 

Perhaps no feature of these centers has more 
opportnities for social betterment than the mixed 
cancing classes. The evils of the lower order of 
dance halls have been largely reduced by perinit- 
ting the young men and women to enjoy socit 
dancing in public school buildings. 

The attention which thé young men pay to 
their dress and genera] appearan’e is, also of 
value as a means of social training. The suc- 
cess of the classes has justified the experiment, 
and many other cities are utilizing their school 
buildings for the same purpose. The plan has 
received the cordial suppert.of a number of clergy- 
men and some churches are beginning to realize 
that church buildings or parish Houses should 
also be open for the same purpose. 

Young men who are soon to have the right 
to vote should be taught in clubs the advantages 
of self-government, and by the knowledge of par- 
liamentary law which they soon attain in the 
practical conduct of a meeting they come to 
realize the advantages of our republican form ef 
government. 

During the past year there were ove? 700 elubs 
in active operation in the centers, in «Iwing the 
following classes: Athletics, literary, social, dira- 
matic, musical, civic, parents, philanthropic and 
miscellaneous. 

For the first time this year moving pictures 
were used as a feature of recreation centers. The 
experiment was made in only three centers, but the 
great attendance of people proved that the modern 
auditoriums of our school buildings should be 
opened at night for this purpose. 

With the object of making the exhibitions have 
an educationa) value, a plan was followed by 
which four rolls of pictures were exhibited each 
evening, the subjects being respectively historical, 
geographical, literary and dramatic. 

In all the plans which have been above out- 
lined success is only possible when the work is 
under the charge of efficient principals and teach- 
ers who have the rea] spirit of social service and 
who are not simply trving to hold their positions, 
but are giving the work their enthusiastic devo- 
tion. 

The young men and women in the clubs are 
learning a spirit of comradeship, a truer humanity 
and a higher standard of civic duty. 

It is to be remembered, however, that the 
above plea for a wider use of schoo] buildings for 
social service is not intended to apply only to 
cities. Small towns and villages owe a duty to 
their ercwing adult population to use the schoo! 
buildings. 

The school buildings of the United States 
are Worth over a billion dollars. To use these 
only for five hours a day is an economic waste 
which no business, firm or corporation would tol- 
erate. Therefore, let the newspapers lead in in- 
sisting that a wider vse of school plants is a 
business proposition which will be of the highest 
value in accomplishing the social improvement of

‘Se far, he has 
made arrangements to lecture only 
in a few Eastern cities, but it is pos- 
sible he may be prevailed upon to ex- 
tend his travels to the West.
